I concerns you as you deſire not to imvrue your hands in the vlood of the Lords people without a cauſe , and to be anſwe- 
Al rable to the righteous Judge of rhe wortd in the day of your accomprs, to conlider whether the invading of the Kingdome 
MW of Scotland, wherein We, and all our Intereſts arc included , be not a thing moſt (infull and unſawfull, which will bring 
wrath and indignation from the Lord upon a!l theſe who arc engaged therein,or acceſſory thereto, aud becauſe we know that 
things are miſrepreſented unto you, and you are made to believe that your undertaking is juſt and neceſſary, We ſhall there- 
fore for your Information, ſhortly ſhew you how unwarrantable the grounds are , upon which your ſq called Parliament 
have concluded, and commanded cg invade this Land; that if it be poſſible, your finae, and our affliction may be ayoyded. 
Thefirſt ground which is hinted at in the Declaration of your ſo called Parliament, is the Commillioners of S$co11and 
their uſurping upon Acts of Legiſlative power, and their frequent pretenſions to , and conteſtations about a joint intereſt in 
ſome Att of it, whilſt they were reſident in £ng/ard, and wh Iſt nothing but friendſhip and unanimity in the ſame cauſe 
was pretended. But it ts moſt certain, that the Commiitioacrs of Scorland did never claim , nor aſſum: to themſclves any 
'ving of Lawes in E»gland, The moſt that they did, was, 1. The Committee of both Kingdoms bing appointed by the 
}f both Kingdomes, they aRei therein in a coordinate way in things of common Intereſt. 2. They did often by Letrers 
1ſes of Parl:ament their defies, and give them warning when thry were either negligent in, or averſe from their dutie

To all which we ſay, that this Kingdome did r-fuſe to treat with your Pariiament, not becaule they 
ifpoſe ro invave the Kingdome of Eng /and, but becauſe a prevailing party having taken away the Houle of Lords, and alſo driven away, and impri- 
hop members of the Houſe of Commons, and changed the Goveramear ; They could not acknowledge the remnant for the ſupream authority of 
*———**rhe King, they did no otherwayes proclaim him King, then in the ordinary way , that hath been followed by both Kingdomes fince 
"ne King, and they have given him no promiſe but this, that they will by all lawfull means within their power and calling, 
1t , contribute their endeavours for his peaceable reſtitution to the Government of his other domivions. And as to the declaring
